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Dear Breruren : 

“The harvest truly is plenteous, but the laborers are few.” This 
plaint of our beloved Savior is as true and timely today as ever it was; 
and the great need deplored continues to distress the hearts of all who 
sincerely desire the Master’s work to prosper. To relieve the situation, 
we are directed to “pray the Lord of the harvest to send forth laborers 
into the harvest;” and in obedience thereto, prayers, fervent and with- 
out number, daily ascend to the throne of grace, pleading that work- 
men be sent. 

Offered at the behest of Him in whose name alone our prayers be- 
come effective, Why is it that this particular petition is not more fully — 
granted? It being God's own economy, most precious in His sight, and 
one He Himself retains so direct a charge of, why does He suffer the 
supply of husbandmen ever to fall short of the field’s demand? Thus 
it is reported that in a certain Christian denomination in our land there 
are at present not less than seven hundred vacant pulpits; and that, too, 
in a body even somewhat smaller in membership than our own, and one 

__ I believe to comprise a devout and praying community. Now whilst it 
is true that a condition so extremely disheartening does not obtain 
throughout the Church in general, it does urge upon us the searching N 
inquiry, why, in view of a field so vast and promising, and in point of 
worth beyond all price, the laborers are so few? 


Our experience as God’s children teaches us that our heavenly 
Father, ever solicitous for our well-being, in His wisdom and love at 
times delays the hearing of prayer for purposes u correction in 
righteousness and growth in grace; and, moreover, that at other times 
He really offers a gift in response to our requests for our acceptance, 
but which we on our part decline to receive because it does not exactly 
comport with what we have asked for. Now, may not one or the other 
of these explanations of prayers apparently unavailing apply to the 
churches as well as to their members taken singly? | 

When Christian churches—our own included,— despite all efforts 
they put forth, fail to secure an adequate number of Gospel-workers, 
the cause of such failure is usually sought at the doors of the gain- 
greedy, ease-loving, pleasure-mad and vainglorious world we are placed 


in, and the spirit of which more or less affects the membership of the — — 
Church. But whilst it is true that untoward influences from without | 
: keep many a young man from entering the ministry, I, for one, am 5 
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that in some meneure and mance 
are at fault. 

Thus it does transpire in certain quarters that when a vacancy is to 
be filled, it is made plain to every would-be candidate aspiring to the 
position that he must be just so and so: a man not above middle age, 
say; reputed to be well up in all the learning of our land and day; 
eloquent; of fine address and appearance; affable, a good mixer, hustler, 
organizer, and of great executive or administrative ability; broad-minded, 
liberal, of a gentle and yielding disposition, ever ready to receive advice; 
in short, a man one can be proud of in the community at large and from 

every point of view. 

mee while I am glad to say that to my knowledge we have no con- 
gregations in our own body that go to such extremes in their notions 
of what a pastor and preacher must be to be found. efficient and accept- 
able, yet we do have members here and there, yes, and leaders in the 
congregation, who entertain the most extravagant opinions on a preacher’s 
qualifications. It stands to reason that such hyper-criticism, wherever 
found, tends to make the minister’s life a burden, and both drives some 
from the office and keeps others from ever entering it. 

** „ 


But whilst holding the vagaries of individuals and of individual con- 
gregations in part accountable for the paucity of men in the ministry, 
how about the churches in their more extended capacity, synodical and 
denominational? In the many articles one reads and the speeches one 
hears on the subject, it seems to me that there is one phase of the ques- 
tion which receives little if any consideration. I refer to the standard 
of admission to the holy office. The fact is, that the educational quali- 
fications exacted of candidates have been raised to such a pitch as to 
put the sacred calling out of reach for many a youth both gifted and 
inclined therein to serve his Lord. Thus in the minds of many, the lead- 
ing viewpoint from which the meries of a sermon are to be judged is 
not that of a living testimony to the truth, but rather that of a learned 
discourse, oration, and the product of fine literary art. 

Brethren, in my appreciation of the highly educated ministry I claim 
to stand second to no man; but that does not blind me to the fact that 
it may be—and is — overestimated. To insist that for anyone to be 
properly fitted for the Gospel ministry he must of necessity be thoroughly 
trained in systematic theology and in all the arts and sciences cognate 
thereto, I hold to be an unreasonable demand, and one transcending our 
Lord’s will in the matter. Aud yet, aware of it or not, the whole drift 
in our own educational system is in that direction, and it is apparently 
gaining strength from day to day. One of our practical seminaries 
closed, the other is doing all in its power to divest itself of its limitations 
as though these were a positive reproach to it. Amd our ever ready 
yielding to the cry for additional courses, and for men to take charge 
of them, shows that as a body we permit ourselves to be — rather 
by our lofty ideals than by our imperative needs. 
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as we all know, by a call from within and from without, that 
men are induced to enter the Gospel ministry. Now, take the case in 
which God and men have prevailed on-a youth, naturally well endowed. 


service in the church: ready to follow the call he — and most likely his 


parents sien ene the time and the money it will take for study. 
He is informed that to his eighf years of common schooling, say, from 
seven to nine or ten years more must be added, and at a cost of from 


Fifteen or sixteen years of study before a man is considered ade- 
quately prepared to expound the Word and to lead sinners to their 
Savior! There is where we stand today; and, so far as I can judge, 
such is the view prevailing throughout our dear church everywhere. 
But do the terms of our Lord's commission to go and preach the Gospel 
to every creature, really make such a course of preparation the an- 
tecedent condition of going forth to do His will? Moreover, in view of 
the millions of souls famishing for the bread of life, in our own land 
and among the heathens beyond, can we possibly justify our position? 

Brethren, this aspect of the cause in hand must be a matter of 
the deepest concern to us all, and grip our very conscience. By word 
of mouth I have called attention to it on several occasions; but with- 
out any apparent results. Pardon me, therefore, if, in order to provoke 
you to a thorough discussion of the subject and, please God, to some 
corrective measures, I at this place have recourse to pointed and painful 
speech. 


“Beginning at Jerusalem,” by whom was the highly civilized but 
idolatrous world, so far as then known, brought to the feet of Jesus 
in the lapse of two centuries? Were even the leaders in that glorious 
crusade every man a theologian and a scholar? 

If a person of sound mind and of ordinary education can be con- 
verted to the faith and become an intelligent orthodox Christian by 
one year’s instruction, say, are fifteen or sixteen years of training neces- 
sary to acquire the body of truth taught him, and to learn how to 
impart it? 

To extend and build up the kingdom of God, must the preaching 
of the Word as the one means thereto, in order to be effective and 
successful, necessarily be supported by human wisdom and art? 


Until thirty year? of age the Son of Man worked at the carpenter’s 
bench; and St. Paul, His most illustrious ambassador, worked at the 
loom whilst about the Master's business: has the field of the world 
the Church is called to occupy and make her own so changed, that 


there is no longer any need for men such as might be willing to labor 


with their own hands while doing pioneer work in the advancement of 
the Kingdom? 
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To what use do our scholarly preachers put the scientific apparatus 
they have been supplied with while working their way through our 
schools of high learning? 

Concerned about preserving in its purity the doctrine, are you? 
Yes, and well. But consult any reliable Kirchen- und Ketzer-Geschichte, 
and ask whence have come the subtle speculations and divers heresies 
that have—and do—trouble the Chürch: from humble and God- 
fearing preachers and pastors, or from puffed up theologians? 

Are we thoroughly awake to the fact that we are not living under 
the dominion of a state-church, where in consequence of artful diplo- 
macy and arbitrary rulings, they who aspire to the pastoral office are 
required to be thoroughly conversant with theology and all things per- 
taining thereto; and moreover, that when graduated, years may pass 
by before they are assigned to a place? but rather that we are 
living in a land where doors upon doors are opened before men can 
be made ready to enter in and occupy the field? Facing this difference 
in the situation, why do we persist in the endeavor rigidly to follow 
European opinions, standards, measures and methods? : 

_ Has not a bias of mind, akin to what is known in secular spheres 
as Die trunkene Wissenschaft —i. e., knowledge self-conceited, inflated 
by fulsome praise and become rabid—cast its spell upon us and 
warped our good judgment touching the office of the holy ministry? 

** 

All honor to the masters in theological lore who, in the fear and 
love of God, devote themselves to the defence and advancement of our 
Lord’s kingdom and of its truth. The Church has need of them, and 
need, therefore, of schools thoroughly equipped and adequately sup- 
ported for the training of such men. But when such institutions are 
established and maintained to the disparagement of schools of a lower 
grade, and the doors to the pastoral office are thus all but closed to 
so called practical men, then is the crying need of the Church lost sight 
of and the plain will of the Lord made to give way to the rulings of 
fallible men. 

“And the things that thou hast heard of me among many witnesses, 
the same commit thou to faithful men, who shall be able to teach 
others also.” These directions of St. Paul to Timothy—II 2, 2— 
as I take it are recorded as a charge to be heeded by the Church 
everywhere and at all times; and as it was in the case of Timothy, so 
it is evidently left to the good judgment of the Church to determine 
to whom, as “faithful” and as “able to teach,” the Gospel truth ‘ts ‘to 
be committed for transmission. 

But whilst exercising this liberty of judgment, we must bear in 


mind that the term “able” or “apt to teach” — I Tim. 3, 2-—~ denotes 


a very relative qualification — but one which we are not permitted to 


contract or expand as it might please us. Wherefore, while fixing the 
_ degree of scholarship to be required at the hands of those who would 


enter the ministry, it is our sacred duty to consult the will of the 
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Lord, and steadily keep in view, not what would be highly useful, but 
what is imperatively needful in order that the Gospel of the Kingdom 
may be preached in all the world. Brethren, in ordering our educational 
system: what is our viewpoint? and what our end and aim? and by 
whose guidance do we seek to discharge the duties of our high com- 
mission to make known to the dying world the one saving truth? 


B. REPORT. 


1. Lutheran Federation. In compliance with instructions given 
me by your Honorable Body at its last convention, and having reference 
to the creation of a Federation comprising all the Lutheran bodies in 
our land, I sent out letters of inquiry touching the proposition to all 
the synodical presidents, including those of the general bodies. In 
reply, more than sixty very favorable answers were received. Only 
two expressed themselves averse to the movement. The presidents of 
the Synods comprising the Synodical Conference however were not 
heard from; but the president of this latter body informed me that, 
while personally he did not favor such a combine, he would nevertheless 
place the matter for action in the hands of a committee charged with a 
related subject, and that I might look for an answer from said com- 
mittee. Up to date, no word has come from them. 


Encouraged by the replies received, and by many other communica- 
tions, I called a meeting of all the synodical presidents for’ the purpose 
of taking such preliminary steps as might be considered advisable in 
order to effect the alliance contemplated. This mecting took place in 
April, 1915; and was held in the parish house of the congregation 
served by Dr. Schuh, Toledo, O. To avoid a waste of words and time, 
I presented to that gathering a tentative constitution which latter, upon 
a few amendments having been passed on, was approved. In order that 
no one for conscience’ sake might be constrained to keep aloof from 
the Federation, the terms of the latter are of a general character, re- 
ferring chiefly to the safeguarding of our citizen rights as churches 
and churchmen. For the time being, at least, no specific Lutheran 
cooperation is contemplated. 

The objects of the Federation as set forth are admittedly only of 
relative importance; they may however become of considerable weight 
in solving questions in which votes prove ‘themselves more effective 
than the voice of right and reason here and there individually expressed. 

Of greater and more direct importance to our beloved Church 1 
consider the free conferences to be held in connection with federal con- 
ventions. There representative men of our faith from all parts of the 
land may come into personal touch and ‘confer with one another upon 

* questions pertaining to the kingdom our Lord has called us to advance. 

It remains for your Honorable Body to take action at this session 

a) stating whether the work set on foot shall be continued or not; 

b) passing judgment upon the proposed constitution; and | 
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c) in case you decide to go on with the movement, to elect dele- 
gates to the convention to be held in 1917, and make provision for meet- 
ing the expenses thereby incurred. 

Closely perusing the Minutes of the Toledo meeting, which I ap- 
pend, no doubt some questions will arise in the minds of some. Such 
I shall be pleased to answer by word of mouth.

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Prefatory Statements. 


The kingdom of our God and His Christ is essentially a body 

and the one and only means of its building is the divine Word 
as this is embodied in the inspired scriptures of the Old and New 
Testament books of the Bible. 

The work of building up this kingdom it has God to place 
in the hands of its citizen believers, both singly and collectively; and to 
apply themselves freely, fully, and without molestation from without, 
to work thus committed unto them is the inalienable right of one 
and all. To secure each and every member of a commonwealth — 
all untoward interferences in the exercise of this right is, by the of 
God, the highest end and aim of all civil authority. 3

Responses to this letter were received from about 1 almost 
unanimously favorable. Following this, President . Schuette issued 
a call for a meeting to be held in the parish house of St. Paul’s Church, 
Toledo, Ohio, April 14, 1915. At this meeting, as a means towards 
securing definite action, it was ,esolved to submit a tentative constitution 
to the Lutheran synods of our country for their consideration, and to 

a call for a general convention. 

Accordingly, well aware that this convention of presidents has no 


authority beyond presenting a preliminary plan, we submit a tentative 


constitution for a Federation of Lutheran Churches in the United States 

of America, and request each synodical body to send delegates on the 

basis provided in Section 8 to the first convention as proposed in 

Section 7 for 1917; it being understood that if deemed necessary the 

tentative constitution is to be revised by this convention and that it shall 
be resubmitted for final approval to all

Explanatory. 


Influences referred to in ph 4 of the Prefatory Statements 
are, e. g., The effort to secure the N eing of the name of God and Christ 
in the Cons titution of the United States, on the basis of which legislation 
on religious matters might be secured; The pernicious activity in political 
matters by the Church of Rome; The teaching in our schools, both high 
and low, of things subversive of true religion; The attendance by our 
public servants, in their official capacity, at church services; etc. 

It was resolved that the Executive Committee mail a brief account 
of this meeting and a copy of these resolutions. together with the Con- 
stitution, to every Lutheran synod in the United States, and that the same 
be published in the church papers. 


2. The Year of Our Lord 1917. An hour or two, at the very 
least, should be set apart for a discussion of the celebration this notable 
year calls for. Among other questions I would ask whether a mass 
meeting of our entire body as originally constituted might not be highly 
appropriate and profitable? Were such a convention called, a revision 
of our synodical constitution might be effected, and other business of 
a general character be attended to. 

In this connection I beg leave to propose that, in case the Jubilee 
fund we have set out to raise exceed the sum of $250,000, the surplus 


amount be placed as an interest-bearing fund at the disposal of our 
Board of Aids. 


3. Finances. Upon this subject you are respectfully referred 
to the several treasury reports. I would remark however that any one, 
who will take the trouble of adding the interest-bearing funds as there 
set forth, will find that the endowments of our different Treasuries at 
present amount to the sum of about $420,000. 

By way of scholarships $5,000 were added during the past two 
years; and by last will and testament a prospective sum of about $8,000. 

The estate of W. C. Bickle, deceased, a member of the Eaton, O., 
charge, was settled up during the past year. The bequest, stipulated 
to be used in support of a professorship in Capital University, and paid 
over to the latter, amounts to $24,494.22. Other gifts received are ac- 
counted for by the several treasurers. |

THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY BOARD, COLUMBUS, OHIO. 


Dran Bretaren: With devout thanksgiving to Almighty God, 
whose protecting hand has visibly blessed our Seminary during the last 
two years, we present to you our biennial report. 


Instruction. 


The health of professors and students made it possible that all the 
branches, prescribed in the course of study, were taught and finished 
without any interruption. 

The attendance of students in 1914-15 was 34, and in 1915-16, 32. 

Convinced of the great importance of a working knowledge of the 
Hebrew language for theological students your Board, in conjunction 


with the honorable Faculty, planned for greater efficiency in this study, 


and trusts that the endeavors put forth will show the desired results. 


Student William Schmidt. 


Student William Schmidt, one of the twenty-six young brothers, 
who, during the last two years graduated from our Seminary, volunteered 
as missionary to India. He started on his voyage together with our mis- 
sionary, J. Pflueger and family, but up to date the party has not been 
permitted to land in India. 


Sessions of the Board. 


Four regular sessions were held by your Board. At the December 
meeting of 1914 Mr. Herman Benzin was elected a member of the Board 
of Trustees of Capital University and at the December meeting of 1915 


Mr. Otto Spielman was elected; both were elected for a period of three 


years, 

At the June meeting of 1915 your Board took due cognizance of 
the demise of our venerable Dr. M. Loy. As an instructor in our institu- 
tion and as a leader in our synod Dr. Loy, by his long and faithful 


service, has left his impress upon our synod for consistent Lutheranism. |

With gratitude to God for blessings vouchsafed to our Institution 
again in the past two years, the Board of Trustees of Capital University 
herewith submits its biennial report. 


1. Professers and Instructors. — 


With brief exceptions our active professors have enjoyed good 
health in the past two years and are at present all carrying out their work. 

Reverend Professor Dr. M. Loy, active for so many years, but for 
some years on account of failing health professor emeritus, was called 
to his reward, January 26, 1915. . 

Professor G. K. Leonard, A. M., also active for many years, but 


incapacitated, and a professor emeritus for several years, is still among 


us, but is in a precarious condition. 
Prof. Karl G. Busch, A. B., B. Sc., was called, and was installed 
Nov. 8, 1914, as Professor 6f Sciences.

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Rev. Prof. C. B. Gohdes, A. M., who had acted as instructor for 
some time, was called as Professor of History. . 

Rev. Prof. P. J. Mackensen, A. M., who was on leave of absence 
for several years to further fit himself at another university for his 
calling, returned in September, 1914, and is filling the chair of Professor 
of German Language and Literature. 


On account of the increased number of students necessitating the 


division of large classes, and on account of the fuller course, it was 


found mecessary to augment our teaching force, by tutors drawn from 
our advanced students, and to appoint other regular instructors, as 


directed by Synod. Prof. Ross Wildermuth, A. B. a graduate of Capital i 


University, was appointed such an instructor in 1915, his work being in 
mathematics, Latin and German. 


It is pleasing to note, in this connection, that since our last meet- 
ing, the Chair of English has been endowed with the recent W. C. Bickel 
bequest. ; 

2. Students. 

Since your last convention the number of students has again been 
augmented, so that we had an enrollment, 1914-1915, of 206, and an 
enroliment, 1915-1916, of 244; at the close of the one year there were 
left 197; at the close of the last year there were left 219. The outlook 
for next year is that a similarly large number will be enrolled. It will 
be impossible, under present conditions, to handle a larger number; not 
so much on account of the housing and boarding conditions, which are 
arranged for, but on account of the. inconveniences and burdens felt in 
the class-room and equipment, where relief is needed if the present 
high standing is to be maintained and the teaching force is not to break 
down. 
| The conduct of the students, in general, was quite satisfactory. 


3. Degrees. 
Tune degree of A. B. was conferred on eight students in 1915, and 
fourteen in 1916. 
Professors E. Pfeiffer and R. C. H. Lenski were honored with the 
D. D. degree in 1915, and Professor E. J. Braulick, of Waverly, Iowa, 
and Rev. S. A. Stein, of Springfield, Ohio, with the A. M. degree in 1916. 


4. The Academy. 


The Academy was made an organization of its own, and Prof. R. V. 
Schmitt placed at its head, as Principal, graduating students, with a 
commencement, giving diplomas, supplying speakers, etc. There were 
sixteen graduates in 1915 and twenty-nine in 1916. 

It is gratifying to report that our Academy, at its first application 
for an accrediting, has been approved by the North Central Association 
of Schools and Colleges, as a first-class high school, and our credits are 
accepted anywhere in the territory of the association.

LUTHER SEMINARY, ST. PAUL, MINN. 


In the past two years the grace of God has again abundantly rested 
upon school, teachers, and scholars. | 

1. Pursuant to the decision of the Joint Synod at its last meeting 
to extend the course of our Proseminary by one year and to call another 
professor the Board called Pastor J. Cornils, July 20, 1915. The 
same was installed by Dr. H. Ernst at the opening of our school Sep- 
tember 8, 1915. With this additional teaching force we are able to organ- 
ize a full college. 

2. Through the grace of God in the past years our Professors en- 
joyed the best of health, and the work could be carried on without in- 
terruption, with the exception of Professor Kroening who, on account 
of eye-trouble, asked the assistance of his son. | 

3. The number of students in our school in the past year was 109. 
Of these 82 are in the Proseminary and 27 in the Seminary. Seven 
from the Seminary, after having passed a creditable examination, entered 
the ministry. The Board saw itself necessitated to require every student 
under twenty-three years to take the year added to the course. For that 
reason the number of students in our theological department is smaller 
than usual. 

4. The state of health of our students was in general good. Un- 
fortunately we had three cases of consumption which in the case of 
two resulted in speedy death. The third is at present in the Sanatorium 
at San Antonio, Texas. On June 16 two students went bathing in Lake 
Phalen and one, being seized with cramps, drowned. _ 

5. The spirit and deportment of the students in general was satis- 

factory. 
6. A long noticed defect in our building was corrected last year. 
Our school was able to get connections with the city sewer, so that we 
were able to fit out the bath and washrooms. The Board asks the 
honorable Synod to grant the extra expense of $2,620. 

7. The necessary repairs were made and others will be made. Rev. 
H. Eisenbach resigned as member of the Board and in his place the 
Board elected Rev. J. Reif. Finally, we desire to call the attention of 
the Synod to the fact that the time of service of Revs. J. Reif, Geo. 
Diemer and Teacher H. Bammann has expired. 5

With sincere thanks toward God who during the past two years so 


mercifully dealt with our institution, and graciously blessed and pros- 
pered the work of both professors and students, we submit the follow- 


ing report: 

The total annual enrollment of the past two years was 74. 
these two years 9 teachers, 6 young men and 3 young ladies, were 
out to work im the parochial school. It still is very difficult to induce 
young men to prepare for the vocation of parochial school teacher. 

“For years it has been the practice of congregations in our synod 
to hire lady teachers who have had no normal training, Thereby our 
young ladies who receive a normal training, i. e., graduates of our 
Normal School ate put at a disadvantage.” * * * (Report of Di- 
rector, Feb. 19, 1916.) Your Board begs the honorable Synod to cause 
this subject to be discussed and to voice its opposition to the practice 
of hiring lady teachers not having had a regular normal training. 

We rejoice to report that the erection of our new building, Normal 
Hall, begun in 1914, under God’s protecting hand was completed in 
June, 1915. The building is 45’x 80’, one story high, with a full base 
ment, built of stone and brick, and in every respect equipped with 
modern appliances. The main floor consists of one large hall with a 
stage at one end. On this stage has been placed the pipe organ of the 
institution. This hall is used by the students, boys and girls, for gym- 
nastic and athletic exercises, as well as for musical and literary enter- 
tainments. The basement contains a furnace room, toilet, kitchen and a 
large banquet hall. The treasurer of our Normal will report on the 
cost, etc. 

After the pipe organ had been removed from the auditorium of the 
dormitory, the Board had a part of the auditorium coriverted into two 
smaller rooms, one to be used as library, the other as faculty room. By 
means of other changes a number of additional living rooms were ar- 
ranged for. 

The Board has installed shower baths and toilet in the basement 
of the dormitory for the students and a fully equipped bathroom in 
the Director’s residence. The water for all buildings of the institution 
is supplied by an automatic electric pump and compression tank. For 
cost of installation see treasurer’s report. 

At the request of the Board and faculty the State Commission of 
Schools sent an inspector to our school. As a result of his investigation 
and a few slight additions to the curriculum and library, the Junior 


Department of our Normal has been accorded recognition as a First 
Grade High School,

At its forty-second convention, in 1914, your Honorable Body re- 
solved to abolish the theological department of this institution and to 
encourage the brethren of the Washington District to send their theolog- 
ical students to St. Paul or Columbus. It was further resolved to re-

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In the second school year the number of students sent by us to 
Spokane College increased, reaching a total of fifteen. 

At Board meetings, as also at our conference sessions, the advan- 
tages of our co-operation with Spokane College were continually em- 
phasized to such an extent that the Board found no occasion to arrange 
for or recommend any change. In addition to this, while the property 
in Olympia has up to this time been suitably rented, the sale of the 
property could not yet be effected. The Olympia School Board, who 
had given us the hope of purchasing the same, found it necessary to 
give up this plan and to make other arrangements. 

Three of our theological students completed their course at St. Paul. 
One of these already before last Christmas received a call into our Dis- 
trict, but declined the same, in order to accept a congregation in Minne- 
sota; so that only two men are left for vacant fields in the Washington 
District. One student was obliged to return home from St. Paul on 
account of illness, and died at his home in Idaho. 

The Spokane College Board of Regents has granted our request 
with regard to refunding the tuition paid in by our students. The former 
annual tuition of $50 has been divided, so that $10 of this amount is 
now required for heat, light and incidentals, $40 remaining as the tuition 
in all courses. 

Since the rent from our property in Olympia has flowed into our 
treasury, we have used only a relatively small portion of the appropria- 
tion for our Academy. At this time, however, the buildings at Olympia 
are vacant, so that for the continuation of the work the Board requests 
the same appropriation as two years ago, namely, $5,400.00. 

Finally, the term of office of the following brethren has expired, 
namely, of the Revs. O. T. Just and K. Kilian, and of Mr. H. Pochert.

HEBRON ACADEMY, HEBRON, NEBR. 


With gratitude to God who has blessed our school, the Hebron 
Academy Board begs leave to submit its report to Joint Synod. 
The experimental stage of Hebron Academy is a thing of the past. 
During the five years of its existence it had no “boom,” but a normal 
growth in proportion to the strength of our District. A goodly number 
of young people have come under its wholesome Christian influence. 
This influence over a number of young people is surely worth more than 
the dollars and cents spent to keep up our 
SGood work has been done in our institution. The High School 
course came up to the standard set by the state. The excellent music 
department has drawn a number of students to our academy. 

The conduct of students was such that the question of discipline 
caused no great difficulty. 
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Credit is due to the men who have stayed faithfully with the work 
from the beginning. The Director originally chosen is still at the head 
of the institution. Prof. M. Paysen and Prof. W. L. Young worked 
together with Director Buehring faithfully and harmoniously. They were 
assisted in their work the last two years by S. M. Soennichsen (in- 
structor), Miss Herma Meyer * tep and instructor, 1914-1915), Miss 
Marie Kellermeyer (matron and assistant music teacher, 1915-1916). 

During the last school year seventy-one students were enrolled, 
thirty-five of which took the literary courses, while the other thirty-six 
were special music students. Since the latter must pay for every lesson 
they take, these music students furnish quite a source of income, and 
make it possible for us to give free music instruction to those of our stu- 
dents pledged to church work, with little expense to Joint Synod. 

Of the five students who graduated this year three intend to con- 
tinue their studies in Woodville. Of the last year’s graduates two 
entered the college at Columbus, having the ministry in view. 

In accordance with the resolutions passed by the Board at its regular

The 
crop failure of the year 1914, the cessation of city improvements and the 
general business depression caused by the war, have made it impossible 
to collect the outstanding subscriptions. We ask Synod to assist us in 
our hard pressed situation, to advise us what to do, as we are willing 
to do our duty, namely, take care of our debt and also take part in 
raising monies for the Reformation Jubilee Fund. 

7. The Board recommends that the presidents of our institutions 
gather in conference at each session of Joint Synod to discuss our whole 
school system, to bring it to the highest standard required, 

8. We also call attention to the fact that the terms of office of 
the following members have expired: Rev. G. Gehrke, deceased, Rev.

conditions, to reject. In the last biennium we received 25 children; 18 
were dismissed, some of whom returned to their relatives, while others 
attained the age limit of 18 years. At present there are 76 children in 
the institution, 42 boys and 34 girls. Fifty-three of these children are 
of school age. One girl is employed outside of the home. There have 
been no deaths nor cases of serious illness. One child at the close of 
last year was suddenly attacked by diphtheria, but the Lord’s protection 
prevented a contagion of this dreadful disease. The same child was 
later transferred to the state sanitarium for tuberculosis by its father. 


A change has taken place in our school. On account of her health 
Miss Ricker resigned in February. Miss Sixt, a graduate of Wood- 
ville Normal, was called to the position, and will assume 


directed by Mr. Atzinger in a manner satisfactory 
to the Board. The reports submitted to 
the Board at various times by the superintendent show that we are not 
only receiving an ample supply from our farm for the home, but are 
also enabled to sell a gratifying surplus at a substantial price. Also 
this year we have prospects of a good crop. At present our stock con- 
sists of 4 horses, 6 cows, 5 calves, 16 pigs, 20 shoats and poultry.

fraught with many blessings to our institutions of mercy at Mars. 
We would acknowledge the kind providence of our Heavenly Father 
and His abundant mercy in Christ Jesus. 

Our treasurer’s report will show extensive improvements and altera- 
tions which had become necessary for several reasons: Ist. the increas- 
ing number of inmates in both Homes required more room; 2. much of 
our equipment had worn ott, or had become antiquated or unsanitary; 
3d. owing to the difficulty of obtaining satisfactory help, labor saving 
machinery and appliances had to be installed. 

The following are some of the more important improvements: The 
fourth floor of the Old Folks’ Home which had not been finished 
when the building was constructed, was partitioned off and finished into 
thirteen rooms for inmates. For the convenience of the aged, an 
elevator was also installed in this building. Both buildings were wired 


and electric lighting installed, also electrical laundry equipment. These 


and other minor improvements have placed the Homes in a good state 
of repair. 
Early in 1915 the director of the Mary J. Drexel Home of Phila- 


delphia informed your Board that owing to their inability to send us 


sufficient help they would be compelled to withdraw their deaconesses 
from the management of the Homes by Easter of the same year. 

On January 21 of the same year, the Board held a meeting in 
conjunction with the General President Dr. Schuette, when it was de- 
cided to ask the congregation at Mars to co-operate and make the 
pastor of that congregation also superintendent of the Homes. This 
was finally done and Rev. E. G. Spoehr, then pastor of the congregation, 
was called and the call accepted. A matron for each building was 
found and finally also sufficient help to do the work, so that at the 


present time everything is working smoothly, however, at considerably g 


increased cost. 

In the Children’s Home there are at the present time 48 children, 
28 boys and 15 girls, 6 are orphans and 37 half orphans; 2 have been 
placed in Christian homes, 7 have been confirmed, 28 are attending 
the Home school taught by Miss Thiede. 
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In the Old Folks’ Home are 24 inmates, 18 men and 11 women; 
thirteen persons were received during the last two years, 8 entered 
into their rest, one was dismissed. 

Th appended treasurer’s report will give information as to our 
finances. Because of the increased cost of help as well as of practically 
all material, we must ask synod for an annual appropriation of $5,000 
instead of $4,000 the previous appropriation; also that synod authorize 
the raising of the entrance fee to the Old Folks’ Home from $250.00 to 
$500.00.

REPORTS OF THE BOARDS OF MISSIONS. 


Dear BrerHren: Notwithstanding the European war in which Can- 
ada, where almost one-third of the number of our home missionaries 
are laboring, is also involved; and despite the total failure of crops 
two years ago in many sections of Canada, this department of our work 
has not only continued but was also signally blessed. 

During the past two years we had one hundred and seventy-eight 
missionaries on our list. During this period fifty-seven men (twenty-five 
pastors, thirteen students from Columbus, eighteen from St. Paul and 
one from Melville), entered the home mission field. Fifteen missions 
became self-sustaining and four-were united with a self-sustaining charge. 
While a number of old congregations and missions which had been self- 
sustaining had to be placed on the list of missions again, twenty-one 
entirely new fields were entered and supplied with missionaries. At this 
date we have 117 missionaries in the field and seven vacant fields. The 
number of missionaries would be larger had not so many of the candi- 
dates from St. Paul been barred from getting into Canada on account 


Organization. 

After the last meeting of Joint Synod the board organized by elect- 
ing Rev. M. R. Walter president, the Revs. M. R. Walter, Geo. Troutman 
and E. F. W. Stellhorn the executive committee, and the Revs. D. P. 
Ebert, J. J. Allwardt and S. A. Stein the auditing committee. 

The business of the board required fifty-one full day meetings and 
additional meetings of the executive and auditing committees. 


Though the collections and gifts for the home mission treasury did 


not come up to the appropriation of $50,000.00 per annum, the entire re- 


ceipts, including $5,000.00 earnings from the Book Concern, refunds and 
interest on daily balance on deposits in the bank brought the total re-

up to $98,054.26. The board not only met all expenses but also 
off the debt of $3,357.48, reported two years ago, and has the 
reserve fund of $2,754.75 to be used in case of an emergency. 

Owing to the fact that we held back as much as possible on account

Support of Missionaries. 


On account of the readjustment of salaries, on account of the in- 
creased cost of living, with the view of equity, it will take approximately 
$7,000.00 more for the support of the same number of men we had in 
the field last year, and this will not provide for the many requests to 
take up work in new fields. 

Future Needs. 

The increase and equalization of salaries of the missionaries and the 
new fields which will most likely be opened to us either in our north- 
western states or in Canada after the conclusion of the war, and likely 
both, compel us to ask the honorable Joint Synod for an appropriation 
of $60,000.00 per annum to enable us to meet all expenses and to be pre- 


themselves to us after the close of the war. 


Old Fields. 


We -deplore that the requests from old congregations, which have 
been self-sustaining for some years, for support from the missionary 
treasury are increasing and being recommended by the various districts. 

Such congregations should either be prevailed upon to also increase 
the support of their pastors in accordance with the increased cost of 
living, or should be united with some other congregation to enable the 


same to remain self-sustaining. 


Meeting of the Districts. 


While the arrangement for the time of the meetings of the various 
districts, which has been in force for some years, enables our worthy 
General President to visit the districts in succession, this arrangement 
makes it impossible for the executive, or a representative of the board 
to attend more than two district meetings within one month, on ac- 
count of the increasing work at home. In view of this we would request 
Joint Synod to urge the districts to so arrange the time of the meetings

Change of Title. 


We have been able to save the home mission tseasury a large sum 
of money by securing passes for our traveling missionaries in Canada, by 
giving. them the title of district superintendents of missions, the execu- 
tive having assumed the title of General Superintendent of Missions in 
the U. S. A. and in Canada. The railroad companies that are willing to 
show such courtesies however are guided by their rules which demand 
that titles acceptable to them be used. Assurance has been given that 
such courtesies will be continued, and that the executive would also be 
able to secure passes for himself, if his title would be changed to con- 
form with these requirements, and we suggest, without in the least 
wanting to change the character and duties of this official, that Joint 
Synod change the title of the executive officer to that of: General Super- 
intendent of Home Missions of the Ev. Lutheran Joint Synod of Ohio 
and other States, within the U. S. A. and Canada. |

Church Building Fund. 


The opportunity of this fund to help mission congregations is dem- 
onstrated by the fact that the demands upon this fund for loans without 
interest and at a low rate of interest, were so many during the past two 
years, that the Board granted loans to twenty-six congregations to the 
amount of $89,574.65, of which amount $12,300.00 was borrowed by the 
fund and loaned out at interest to cover the interest and expenses con- 
nected with said loans. - 5 

Some missions in the Northwest and Canada must pay as high as 
10 per cent interest, and when free loans could not be granted for want 


of the necessary funds, loans at a low rate of interest afforded the mis- 
sions quite a relief. 


It will be noted that the refunds during the past two years from 
congregations which had loans, amounted to more. than ever before, 
showing that this money finally is returned to be loaned again to some 
other needy missions. 

Quite a number of requests for loans running from $7,000.00 to 
$10,000.00 were received. The board in view of the fact that loans to 
that amount are out of proportion to the income and treasury of this 
fund, placed itself on record, stating that the limit of a loan to any one 
congregation should be from $3,000.00 to $4,000.00, and that as a rule, 
loans should be even much smaller than this amount. 
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Eighty-six congregations have loans from the fund, which amount 
to $109,630.36. Twenty-three congregations have made partial payments 
and ten have refunded the entire or balance of the loan granted them. 

The money reported in the treasury, July 1, 1916, will all be paid 
out by the time this report appears in print. 


Church Extension. 


If we want to do mission work in our larger cities, it will be neces- 
sary that we add to the Church Building Fund the department of 
Extension, which will enable the board to buy lots and build chapels 
outright as soon as the missionary is placed into the field. 

This will require larger sums of money. In such cases the church 
property is afterwards to be purchased by the congregation at cost price 
without interest charges up to five years. 


will take about this much to grant the loans which have been asked for 
and will be asked for during the coming year, and ten per cent of the 
full amount collected per year for every year thereafter, till the entire 
sum has been paid into the Building Fund treasury. 


Strathcona, Alta., Congregation. 


This congregation through the special efforts of one man, built a 
church several years ago without help from the fund. The mortgage 
given on the church and two dwelling houses has fallen due, and the 
same is about to be sold to satisfy the mortgagee. On condition that 
the congregation will give us a satisfactory promise that the same will 
buy the church within two years, we petition Joint Synod to grant the 
Church Building Board the privilege to buy this church property at a 
low price. 

In conclusion, with full appreciation of the splendid support our 
Home Mission work received during the past two years, we would kindly 
encourage our pastors and congregations to even greater efforts.

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SECOND BIENNIAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF FOREIGN 
MISSIONS OF THE JOINT SYNOD OF OHIO. 


Honorable President and Dear Brethren: — 


“Clouds and darkness are round about Him.” Ps. 97:2, When set- 
ting out to write our second report to the Honorable Joint Synod, we 
are reminded of these words, spoken by the Psalmist when he contem- 
plated the majesty of the kingdom of God. 

All know what the fearful world-war has done in commercial and 
social relations. The Church in her efforts to bring the saving Gospel 
to all creatures has also suffered in a sad manner and to a great degree. 


Our Efforts at Sending Men. 
As the brethren surely remember, Rev. Jesse P. Pflueger was, at 


the time of the last meeting of the Joint Synod, tarrying in Germany, 


preparatory to going to India. By the declaration and development of 
the war he was kept from reaching his goal. After waiting vainly for 
several months, it was deemed best to call Rev. Pflueger back to the 
United States. He arrived here August 6th, 1915. Efforts were at once 
made to have him go to India over the Pacific Ocean. Difficulty being 
encountered in getting passage for him and his family, he for some 
time filled the vacant pulpit at Ironton, Ohio. In the meanwhile he 
Board called several other men with a view of sending a second man 


with Rev. Pflueger. These efforts were at last crowned with success 


when Student William F. Schmidt, of Capital University, accepted the 
call. After this Brother had been ordained in his home congregation at 
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Sandusky, Ohio, he was, on the fifth of December, 1915, commissioned 
as our missionary in Trinity Church, Columbus, Ohio. On the seventh 
day of December the brethren started on their long journey. The Board 
had secured proper passports at Washington and had provided other 
means of identification, even writing to the Governor of Madras, and 
having the passports of the brethren vised by the British Consul at Seattle, 
Wash. All was done that could be done to insure the admittance of the 
men into India. The brethren were due at Colombo on the twenty- 
sixth day of January, 1916. Not receiving the word agreed upon from 
them for some time, the Board sent a cablegram to the American Consul 
at Colombo, February the twenty-second, asking: “Has Pflueger reached 
Puttur?” This elicited the following reply: “India telegraphs final re- 
fusal to admit Pflueger, Schmidt. Must leave Ceylon. Awaiting your 
instructions regarding their destination.” The Board set about to in- 
terest the Department of State at Washington. Rev. J. E. A. Doermann, 
acting for the Board, was aided by Senator Grona. The Government 
assured the Board that it would do all in its power to secure a reversal 
of the order excluding our missionaries from India. We were assured, 
however, also that it would take some time before a definite answer 
could be returned. On May the twenty-ninth, 1916, we were informed 
that “The Government of India regrets that they are unable to admit 
to India the missionaries Pflueger and Schmidt. When our Government 
cabled to London: ‘Has decision of Governor of India excluding 
_ Pflueger and Schmidt been finally approved by authorities in London?’ 
the American Ambassador reported in the affirmative.” Before we had 
received a final reply, on April the seventeenth, the Board had sent a 
letter to the Governor of Madras, stating the fact that we had called 
two American-born Americans, that we are in no degree under the con- 
trol of Hermannsburg or any other German Mission Society, and that our 
property and work in the schools and Leper Asylum must suffer, if we 
are not able to get any of our men into India to look after matters. On 
the nineteenth of June, word was received that this letter had been re- 
ceived and had been laid before the proper Department of the Govern- 
ment. On the 22d of July, 1916, the following letter was received:

| Sm.—In reply to your letter, dated the 3d April, 1916, addressed 

to His Excell the Governor of Madras, in which you request modifi- 
cation of the orders refusing permission to the Reverend J. P. Pflueger 
and the Reverend W. F. Schmidt to enter India, I am directed to state 
that the presence of the two missionaries in India is considered unde- 
sirable at the present juncture. and to express the regret of His Ex- 
cellency the Governor in Council that he is unable to modify his decision.

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The Repatriating of the German Missionaries. 


While the Board was doing all in its power to get missionaries to 
India from America, the British Government found it advisable to re- 
move all the German missionaries from India. This, of course, included 
the two faithful and highly successful men, Rev. J. N. Wittmann and 
Rev. John Maneke, who have been laboring at Kodur and Puttur. They 
left India in December, 1915, arriving in Germany some time in Janu- 
ary, 1916. Rev. C. Scriba, an Anglo-Indian, was the only missionary 
left to look after the stations of the Hermannsburg Mission and also 
our own. | 


The Effort to Keep the Field in India for the Lutheran Church. 


Our Board was asked by the authorities of the Hermannsburg Mis- 
sion to take over the stations and the property of the Hermannsburg 
Society, making Rev. C. Scriba our acting Secretary. This could not 
be done, since the Government in India would not consent to such an 
arrangement. When Reverends Wittmann and Maneke had been re- 
patriated, the Mission of the Honorable General Council sent Rev. Karl 
L. Wolters to visit Kodur and Puttur, there to meet our two mission- 
aries who were expected to arrive shortly: When it became evident that 
Rev. Scriba would not be recognized by the Government, and that Rev. 
Pflueger and Rev. Schmidt were being detained at Colombo, Rev. Scriba 
cabled, suggesting the appointment of Rev. Wolters as acting Secretary. 
With the kindly sanction of the Board of the General Council this was 
done. The Government has since sanctioned the appointment of Rev. 
Wolters. He is thus at present at no little sacrifice acting as Secretary, 
we would say as Superintendent, of the whole field formerly held by 
Hermannsburg and also the field belonging to our Synod. Rev. C. Scriba 
is helping him as much as he can under his restricted privileges. Rev. 
Spangler of the General Synod had been looking after the Industrial 
School of the Hermannsburg Mission already before the German mis- 
sionaries were taken away. He is still rendering that service. By this 
arrangement we hope to have saved this mission field for the Lutheran 
Church, and we hope for our Synod. | 


Government Recognition of our Schools and Government Grants 
For the Same. 


The Government had withdrawn its recognition and its grants from 
all of the schools of the Hermannsburg Mission and also from our own. 
To have these restored a committee had been appointed by the Govern- 
ment. This committee consisted of English gentlemen, and was put 
under obligation to guarantee loyalty in the schools. When the Govern- 
ment recognized the appointment of Rev. Wolters as our acting Secre- 
tary, it, at the same time, ordered that all grants for the past year should 
be paid to Rev. Wolters. The formal transfer of the property of the 
Hermannsburg Mission is going on at present. Rev. C. Scriba is fur- 
nishing the lists asked for by the Government, 
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The Native Pastors, Evangelists, Catechists and Teachers. 


The native mission workers are all at work yet, and are doing all 
in their power to hold and carry on the work. Services are being held 
regularly. Religious instructions are being given in the schools as be- 
fore. The catechist at the Leper Asylum, himself a leper, is doing what 
he can for the sick by rendering such medical aid as he has been enabled 
to do by his association with Rev. Wittmann. 


Arrangements to Supply the Wants of the German Missions. 


In India a movement was started among the neutral missions to 
supply the necessary means to carry on the work in the German fields. 
Accordingly the Church of Sweden Mission is expected to care for the 
field of the Leipzig Mission; the General Council is to care for the 
Breklum Mission; the General Synod is to care for the Gossner Mis- 
sion; the Joint Synod of Ohio is to care for the Hermannsburg Mis- 
sion. A circular letter has been sent out to all Lutheran pastors, ask- 
ing them to help in raising the necessary funds to carry out the plan. 
At least $500.00 a month are needed to meet the expenses in the Her- 
mannsburg field. This sum does not include the money needed for our 
own stations. | 

Our Finances. 


From the beginning of the war we have remitted all moneys to 
India through the kindly offices of the treasurers of the General Council 
and of the General Synod. Our Board has also sent money at the di- 
rection of the Hermannsburg authorities for the support of the Her- 
mannsburg work. Besides using the money still due on the stations 
bought from Hermannsburg, a bequest of nearly $5,000.00, left for Her- 
mannsburg by a member of one of our congregations in Pittsburg, was 
turned over to our treasurer by the authorities in Hermannsburg. These 
sums together with the extra contributions sent by our people in re- 
sponse to our appeals have sufficed to meet the expenses thus far. Janu- 
ary Ist, 1916, Rev. C. Scriba sent a financial report for the year 1915. 
From this it appears that there was then in the treasury for the work 
of our Synod, Rupees 15,888, or $5,296; for the Hermannsburg work. 
Rupees 20,406, or $6,802. These sums include, however, no doubt, the 
money held back during the time in which the question concerning the 
schools was not yet decided. While all the German mission workers 
have been removed from India, and thus from the payroll, there remain 
all of the native workers to be paid. Some arrangements must also be 
made to reimburse the Honorable General Council and General Synod 
for the time spent in our work by the Reverends Spangler and Wolters. 
Of course, the Board had to take care of the Brethren Pflueger and 
Schmidt in Colombo. A detailed financial report is added by our Treas- 
urer. 

2 What Can and Should Be Done By Us for India. 


Rev. Wolters has very kindly and considerately deferred his fur- 
lough in order to be able to serve in a double capacity in India, if need 
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be, until peace has been restored and matters in the mission fields have 
been rearranged. Though we have not had any direct communication 
from Rev. Spangler, he no doubt is ready to do the same. How much 
Rev. C. Scriba will be able to do under the prevailing conditions remains 
to be seen. Thus the whole field is waiting for us to secure permanent 
American missionaries according to the requirements set by the British 
Government. The Board has been doing what it could to get some 
men who could be sent. It has thus far not issued any calls, but is ready 
to do so. *

NEGRO MISSIONS. 


Dear Breturen: We take pleasure in reporting that with the Lord's 
blessing we have had two years of unusual and gratifying progress. The 
expectations of soon securing visible results, mentioned in our last re- 
port, have been fulfilled. 

Our two Maryland missions have enjoyed a steady growth. St. 
Philip’s Congregation, the membership of which has for many years 
been about 30 communicants, has doubled in size and its Sunday-school 
has increased in greater proportion. In the country mission, 12 mem- 
bers have been confirmed and during the last winter the school attained 
an enrollment of 38. In both places adults receiving instructions and in 
a few months we expect to have a combined membership of 100. These 
accessions represent an intelligent constituency which is loyal to the 
Lutheran Church and its doctrine. 

Our chief need has hitherto been that of workers. In this respect 
also some progress has been made. Through circulars sent to all our 
pastors, we were enabled to secure two students from Canada. A third 
was found in Baltimore. These men are all British subjects. After 
another year spent in practical work in charge of our schools they ought 
to be ready for ordination. A Presbyterian minister is an applicant fe 
membership in our Synod and two boys desire beneficiary aid. , 

We have at last been enabled to carry out a long cherished project 


by ‘starting work in the South. After investigating the region roughly 
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embraced in a triangle formed by Baltimore, Charleston and New Or- 
leans, our superintendent recommended the Southern parts of Alabama 
and Mississippi as the best mission field. This territory was not only 
the most neglected in many ways, but here the people seemed more 
anxious for improvement, and in addition this whole section was, at that 
time, quite distant from the colored work of the Synodical Conference. 

In. Nov. 1915, student Braxton was ordained and immediately sent 
to Jackson, Miss. He first tried to secure a church property which was 
for sale, but he met with unexpected delay owing to the unwarranted 
increase in the price. It has however been recently purchased and the 
title has been secured in the name of the Joint Synod of Ohio. This 
building, 24 x 48 feet, with a tower, is well located in the best colored 


section of the city and with the expenditure of about $200.00 can be 


repaired and furnished for school and church purposes. While thus 
delayed, Rev. Braxton rented and equipped a building in one of the 
poorer suburbs of Jackson, where he has been teaching, catechizing and 
preaching. He has at present a summer school with 32 pupils. 

In Alabama our efforts have been confinet to one school of about 
100 members at Prattville, near Montgomery. Our only expense thus far 
has been the cost of the catechisms and Bible Histories, which were 
used for instruction. 


After many years of discouragement and delay we have now arrived 


at a new stage in our history. We have the workers and the field; and 


we hope that we will be sustained in our effort to take advantage of our 
present opportunities by prosecuting our work in a much more vigorous 
manner. We desire to erect as soon as possible two-room schools both 
in Prattville and Montgomery, Ala. We also want to begin work in 
Meridian, Miss. We estimate that $6,000.00 will be needed for building 
purposes and recommend that our annual appropriation be raised from 
$2,000.00 to $8,000.00.

REPORT OF THE PUBLICATION BOARD. 


Dear BRETHREN : 

Your Board on publication matters herewith n its seventeenth 
biennial report. 

1. Organization and Officers. The Board elected at the con- 
vention of synod in 1914 met September 29, 1914, and organized by 
electing Dr. E. Pfeiffer as chairman, Rev. C. C. Hein as secretary, and 
the chairman, the secretary and Rev. J. Sheatsley as Executive Com- 
mittee. The Board also elected the Literature Committee as follows: 
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Dr. E. Pfeiffer chairman, and Prof. C. B. Gohdes secretary, to serve 4 
years, the Revs. A. C. Schiff and C. C. Hein to serve 2 years. 


2. Editors. Rev. W. N. Harley whom synod elected editor-in- 
chief of the Lutheran Standard at its convention in 1914 refused to accept 
the office. Your Board appointed Rev. J. Sheatsley in his place. Rev. C. 
Bachman resigned as news editor of the same periodical. Rev. H. J. 
Melcher was appointed in his place. Dr. Theo. Mees tendered his resigna- 
tion as editor of the Magazine section of the Zeitblatter-Magazine. Dr. 
Geo. H. Schodde was appointed as his successor. Rev. J. F. C. Soller 
resigned as editor of the Kinderfreude. The Board appointed Rev. F. J. 
Schellhase in his place. 5 

3. Profits of the Book Concern. By examining the financial 
reports of the manager you will find that the net profits of the year 
1914-1915 were $20,922.63, and of the year 1915-1916 $30.975. a total of 
$51,898.18, a remarkable showing indeed, especially if you take in con- 
sideration that, because of the present war, the sale of imported books 
Suffered considerably. Again, while most of the publishing houses were 
compelled to advance prices because of the advanced prices of labor 
and material, the Concern has so far maintained its former prices. God 
has blessed this branch of our work; let us render thanks unto Him. 

During the last two years the Concern paid the following amounts 
to the different institutions of synod, to-wit: German Professorship of 
Capial University $3,000; General Institution Treasury $10,000; Board 
of Aids $10,000; Home Mission Board 65,000; Literature Committee $1,000, 
a total of $29,000. In this conection we desire to call attention to the fact 
that our profits would be much higher if all our pastors, teachers, and 
congregations would buy their church, Sunday-school and choir supplies 
from the Concern. Loyalty to synod ought to prompt them to patronize 
synod’s publication house. Remember that its profits are used in the 
service of our own church. 

4. Accounts Receivable. June 1, 1915, the accounts receivable 
amounted to $34,235.28; June 1, 1916, to $33,913 70, in both years they ex- 
ceeded the net profits. This is a sad state of affairs, especially if we take 
in consideration that the majority of our patrons consists of pastors, 
teachers, and congregations. Some of them seem to forget that St. Paul 
says, Owe no man anything. In view of the conditions, the Board adopted 
the following rules which are herewith submitted to synod for approval 
to wit: 

a) As a rule all accounts should be paid within 60 days. 

b) If an account has not been paid within 6 months without satis- 
factory reasons, the management must insist on prompt settlement. 

c) Pastors, teachers, and congregations owing accounts of more than 
one year’s standing, must be reported to their respective district presidents 
whose duty it shall be to admonish the delinquents. | 

d) If a delinquent fails to settle his account the management should 
place it in the hands of an attorney for collection. 
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. Tracts. The report of the Literature Committee shows that 
during the last two years about 250,000 tracts were printed, and about 
215,000 sold, about 80,000 more than during the two preceding years. 
| While some of our pastors and congregations show an active iuterest 
in this work, many still fail to take part in the distribution of tracts. 
Brethren, we plead for your co-operation! Inasmuch as the report of 
the Treasurer of the Literature Committee shows a balance of $864.01 
in the treasury we need not ask Synod for an appropriation to carry 
on this work during the next two years. 

6. Periodicals. 

a) Kirchenseitung and Standard. Last fall your Board inaugurated 
a campaign to increase the subscription lists both of the Kirchenscitung 
and the Lutheran Standard. The results were most gratifying, 1,552 sub- 
scribers being added to the Kirchenzeitung, and 2,176 to the Standard. 
If all our pastors and all our congregations would have taken part in 
this work the number of new subscribers would have been still greater. 
In order to retain our present readers and to obtain a still larger circu- 
lation for our periodicals, the Board instructed the manager to send a 
communication to the presidents of the districts requesting the latter 
to devote some time to the discussion of this matter so important to our 
congregations and the church at large. The Board also decided to in- 
augurate another campaign similar to he campaign of last year and to 
begin during the week following the Sunday, November 12. Brethren, 
let it be our aim, A LUTHERAN PAPER IN EVERY LUTHERAN 
HOME BY 1917. 

b) Zeitblactter - Magazine. During the last year we published this 
periodical at a loss of $141.32, and with a subscription list of 267. In 
view of these facts and past experiences we wish to ask, Are we justified 
in continuing this publication? 

c) Lutheran Youth. This excellent publication is finally self-sup- 
porting, the number of subscribers having increased constantly. Being 
firmly convinced that the Youth is the best Lutheran periodical pub- 
lished for the youth of our church, we would request Synod to urge 
our pastors and congregations to place the weekly edition of this paper 
into the hands of all their young people. 

d) Kinderfreude. If all our German pastors and congregations 
would place this paper into the hands of their children, thus increasing 
the number of subseribers, the Board would be in a position to improve 
this paper. 

7. Sunday-school Lessons. At its last meeting, synod instructed 
the Board to confer with other Lutheran synods respecting a uniform 
system of graded Sunday-school lessons, and to report the result of 
such conferences at this meeting. In accordance with the resolutions 
of synod two meetings with representatives of other Lutheran synods 
were held. At this time, however, nothing definite can be submitted to 
Synod. 

8 Winnipeg Branch. At its last meeting, synod granted the 
Board permission to buy one or more lots in Winnipeg or Regina, and 
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to erect a building. We wish to report that, because of present con- 
ditions, the Board did not deem it advisable to acquire property in Canada. 

9. History of the Lutheran Church in America. In 1912, synod 
instructed the Board to publish a history of the Lutheran Church in 
America (1912, p. 188). The Board finds that in recent years a number 
of good books on this subject have been placed on the market, and as in 
spite of all attempts it did not succeed in securing an author to prepare 
the manuscript, it suggests to synod to rescind its action. 

10. Institution Catalogues. After due consideration your Board 
suggests that the publication of the General Institution catalogue be dis- 
continued, and that wherever possible the catalogue of an institution be 
published in one language only. 

11. Lesson Leaves. The Board wishes to répert that by this 
fall the Concern will be in a position to furnish every Sunday-school 
with lessons for every grade. The. old series of lessons have been re- 
vised, and new series have been added. 

12. A Sunday-school Literature Editor. After due considera- 
tion your Board requests synod to create the office of an editor and 
supervisor of all Sunday-school literature, and combine, at present, the 
editorship-in-chief of the Lutheran Standard with this office. 

13. Missionary Journal for Women. The officers of the 
Women’s Missionary Conferenceghave asked the Board's opinion as to 
the advisability of publishing a missionary monthly for women in con- 
junction with the General Council, the General Synod, and the United 
Synod of the South. The Board recommends to synod to grant this 
conference permission to join said movement. under the following con- 
ditions: 

a) That nothing contrary to the confessions of the Lutheran Church 
be published in this journal. 

b) That the Board be appointed an advisory committee to make 
suggestions to the Women's Conference as to the representation of Joint 
Synod on the editorial staff. 

c) That the rules and regulations governing the publication of the 
proposed journal, to be adopted by a committee consisting of members 
of the different synodical bodies interested in this movement, be sub- 
mitted to the Publication Board for approval. 

14. Missionary Journal for Young People. The officers of the 
same conference also requested the Board’s opinion regarding the publi- 
cation of a monthly missionary journal for young people in conjunction 
with the synods mentioned above. The Board does not favor the publi- 
cation of a separate journal of this kind but suggests that the editors 
of the proposed magazine for women keep the needs for our young 
people in mind, or add a juvenile department. 

15. Statistician. Rev. A. G. Bergener resigned as statistician 
of synod, and Dr. C. Ackermann was appointed in his place. For rea- 
sons which the Board wishes to submit orally, we petition synod to 
make the office of statistician an appointive, instead of an elective office, 
and authorize the Board to make the appointment. 
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16. Publications. If so desired, the manager will submit an 
oral report regarding, publications issued during the last two years, and 
publications to be issued, 

17. Elections. The following elections are necessary: Editors 
and associate editors of the Zeitblatter-Magazine, Kirchenzeitung, Stand- 
ard, Kinderfreude, Lutheran Youth; members of the Publication Board 
to succeed Dr. E. Pfeiffer, Rev. C. W. Pflueger, and Prof. F. C. Mayer, 
each for a term of six years.

Messrs. D. W. Heiser, Philip Reinartz, H. W. Requarth, Harry Loy, 
and A. H. Dornbirer. 


Meetings. 


) Eleven meetings have been held. The first meeting was held Sept. 
28, 1914, and we organized by electing Rev. H. Schmidt Pres., Rev. M. 
C. Hecht Vice-Pres., Rev. C. F. W. Allwardt Sec., and Mr. H. W. 
Requarth Treas. Mr. C. Nagel, Treasurer of Joint Synod, was ap- 
pointed custodian of the Jubilee Fund by the General President, Dr. C. 
H. L. Schuette, and the committee requested Mr. Nagel to accept the 
appointment. 

We then extended our organization by electing a representative, a 
manager for each district conference; these to distribute information 
and literature in their conferences, to gather information for the cen- 
tral committee, to supervise the work in their districts, etc.

Tracts. 


A series of tracts was outlined and the subjects assigned to capable 
writers. The subjects are:

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These tracts were published in German and English and offered for 
distribution free of cost. The first returns called for 50,000 German and 
65,000 English copies. Later additional orders made new editions neces- 
sary; of some 75,000 were published. 


Solicitors. 


The Honorable Joint Synod adopted the committee's report which 
said: “We recommend the appointment of a supervising committee and 
special solicitors to procure the desired Jubilee Fund.” Synod appointed 
the supervising committee but made no provision for the appointment of 
special solicitors. Your committee was of the opinion that the pastors 
and their church councils would do this work well, if they were thor- 
oughly interested and instructed. When the committee made this known 
in the church papers we were reminded of Synod’s desire to have so- 
licitors. Our church papers, conferences, individual pastors and also 
our General President advised the immediate appointment of several so- 
licitors. The matter was taken up Jan. 18, 1915, in the presence of the 
General President. 


Our efforts were not very successful at first. We finally secured 
Rev. F. O. Schuh, Canal Winchester, Ohio, who promised to devote 
two years to this work, if need be. His territory extends from the 
Illinois line east, comprising the Western, Northern, English, Eastern, 
and Concordia districts. He has met with good success, as may be seen 
from the reports in the church papers. 

Rev. M. L. Friedrich, Luckey, Ohio, was secured for Illinois and 
Wisconsin, to work during the months of May to October, 1916. He, 
too, has been meeting with success. 

Another man declared his readiness to devote several months to this 
work, if we have need of his services. 

Other districts — Texas, Kansas-Nebraska, Washington, and Canada 
— have divided their territory into small districts and appointed com- 
mittees to see that proper collections are made. 

Envelopes and pledge cards have been prepared for those who have 
need of them. They are for free distribution. 


Programs. 
The central committee has made some efforts to supply lecturers and 
stereopticon views, but thus far there has been no call for them. In 


the near future programs for the special services will be outlined, es- 
pecially for the parish and Sunday-schools, —— 


The Church Papers. 


At the solicitation of your committee able men are regularly supply- 
ing the church papers with articles on the Reformation. 
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Finances. 


At its last convention Synod failed to make an appropriation for 
the committee. Dr. Schuette supplied funds which, however, have been 
refunded. We pay our bills monthly, but still owe the Book Concern 
$1,710.33. 


The Use of the Jubilee Fund. 


Repeatedly we have been asked how the fund will be used, whether 
only the interest or a part of the capital or all will be loaned to needy 
congregations. Your committee expects this convention to take suitable 
action on this question. 

May the Lord richly bless this convention and the deliberations on 
the celebration of the Jubilee to the welfare of His kingdom and the

4. Resolved, That of the principal of the Jubilee offering not to 
exceed $5,000.00 be loaned from the Building Fund to mission con- 
gregations annually, and that the residue be used as an interest-bear- 
ing fund. 

5. Resolved, That we agree with the Northern District, that one- 
half of the sum of $7,000, turned over to the Board of Aids Treasury 
by the Book Concern, be used for the direct support of beneficiaries 
of this treasury, and that the other half be used as an interest-bearing 
fund. | 

6. Resolved, That we petition Joint Synod to authorize the treas- 
urer of the Board of Aids to borrow money if necessary to pay obliga- 
tions already assumed, if he have no such authority already, but not to 
borrow money to assume new obligations. 

7. In regard to the rule of Joint Synod, according to which a 
promise is exacted from mission organizations desiring support that.

EASTERN DISTRICT. 

1. In compliance with the request of the honorable Joint Synod 
we have carefully considered the proposals submitted by the Western 
District, touching on the Lodge Question and while we are in agree- 
ment with some of the items therein contained, yet it is the sense 
of the Eastern District that the present position of Synod in the matter 
of dealing with the sin of lodgery is adequate in all cases, and we would 
embrace this opportunity to urge anew upon all pastors and congre- 
gations the importance of a faithful application of Synod’s rule according 
to Matth. 18. 

2. With reference to the establishment of a joint treasury the 
District resolved as follows: Upon the whole we approve the plan 
of a general treasurer, with the following provisions: He shall be a 
member and the treasurer of the Board of Administration and be 
under the supervision of that body. He shall not be elected from 
among those who are engaged in the active ministry. He shall be 
elected for a term longer than two years. 

3. As regards the consolidation of our Theological Magazine with 
that of Iowa it was resolved after careful consideration that we favor 
the plan of such a consolidation.

ENGLISH DISTRICT. 


1. The English District respectfully petitions the Honorable Joint 
Synod to establish a Practical Seminary Course as soon as possible. 

2. That we as a District heartily endorse the plan to consolidate 
the Zeitblaetter-Magazine with the Theological Magazine of the Iowa 
Synod. 

3. We as a District favor the plan by which all treasuries of the 
Joint Synod will be under the management of one treasurer. 

4. In response to a communication from one District recommend- 
ing that the prospective Jubilee Offering be placed in the Church Build- 
ing Fund for immediate use, we recommend to Joint Synod that not 
more than $10,000.00 be placed at the disposal of the Church Building 
Board to be used according to the rules and the regulations of the Board. 

5. In response to a communication from one District, recommending 
that the annual appropriation of $5,000.00 of the profits of the Lutheran 
Book Concern for the Board of Aids treasury be allowed to flow into 
the Board of Aids treasury for immediate use, instead of being placed 


as an Endowment Fund, we recommend that $2,500.00 of the Book 


Concern profits be allowed to flow into the Board of Aids treasury, 
annually, for immediate use and that $2,500.00 flow annually into an 
Endowment Fund. 

6. We concur with the Board of our institutions of mercy at 
Mars, Pa., in petitioning Joint Synod to increase the entrance fee to the 
Old Folks’ Home. 


WISCONSIN DISTRICT. 


1. We favor the establishment of a Pension Treasury. Necessary 
rules and regulations for the management of this treasury are to be 
drafted by a committee appointed by Joint Synod. 

2. We recommend that all treasuries be united under the man- 
agement of one treasurer. 

3. We recommend that Joint Synod and all the districts adopt 
one line of procedure in dealing with the lodge evil, but we doubt 
whether all rules and regulations recommended by the Western District 
are practicable. 

4. We cannot recommend the consolidation of our Zeitblaetter- 
Magazine with the Theological Magazine of the Iowa Synod. 
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MINNESOTA DISTRICT. 


I. We recommend that the consolidation of our “Theol. Zeitblatter” 
with “Kirchl. Zeitschrift” of the honorable Iowa Synod be rejected. 

2. We petition Joint Synod to place on interest only so much of the 
Jubilee collection for the Building Fund as cannot be used to direct 
advantage in our mission fields. 

3. Resolved, That we inform Joint Synod that we can work with 
cheer for the Jubilee collection only under the presupposition that the 
fund itself, and not merely the interest thereon, shall be used for the 
Building Fund. 

4. We petition Joint Synod to have the principal of $7,000 of the 
profits of the Book Concern, the interest of which at present goes to the 
Board of Aids, paid directly into this treasury. 

5. Wuereas, A great need for a Home for the Aged is felt here in 


the Northwest, therefore the Minnesota District petitions Joint Synod to 


take over for that purpose the Hospital and Old Folks’ Home at Spring- 
field, Minn., despite the debts thereon. | 

6. Resolved, That we do not accept the proposition of Western 
District regarding the treatment of lodge members, for the reason that 
we regard the execution as altogether too bothersome and improbable of 
being carried into general effect, and for the further reason. that the 
entire manner as proposed has, in our opinion, to express it mildly, too 
much semblance of legality. 

7. Resolved That we will insist that each one of our pastors and 
ordained professors who are elected delegates to Joint Synod are entitled 
to vote. 


CONCORDIA DISTRICT. 


1. Resolved, That the plan submitted to Joint Synod and referred 
by it to the districts, by which all treasuries will be under the manage- 
ment of one treasurer, be approved by us in its general outline and 
recommended to Joint Synod. N 

2. Resolved, That we recommend that the proposed candidates for 
this office be not taken from the ranks of the active ministry. 

3. Resolved, That we recommend that the term of office of such a 
treasurer be not less than six years, and that he be placed under the 
jurisdiction of the Board of Administration. 

4. Resolved, That we favor the proposed consolidation of the two 
magazines. President Doermann requested that his vote in the negative 
be recorded. 

5. Resolved, That our end and aim in regard to the lodge evil is 
the same as that of the paper referred to us by Joint Synod. 

6. Resolved, That we reaffirm the position of Joint Synod, viz.: 
“The rule among us must be and ever remain, that members of secret 
societies cannot be received as members of our congregations, nor that 
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they may hold membership in the latter and be admitted to the Holy 
Supper for a time indefinitely prolonged.” Joint Synod Minutes, 1888. 

7. Resolved, That we will insist that each one of our pastors and 
congregations act in accordance with this resolution and where necessary 
proceed according to St. Matthew, 18 :15-18. 


KANSAS-NEBRASKA DISTRICT. 


1. Touching the Board of Aids, our district is not in favor of the 
proposition of the Minnesota District, but wishes the present system 
retained with the understanding that every pastor of Joint Synod give 
the same his hearty support.

ST. JOHN’S HOSPITAL AND OLD FOLKS’ HOME, SPRING. 
FIELD, MINNESOTA. 


1. Prompted by a Resolution of the Minnesota District the St. 
John's Old Folks’ Home and Hospital Association of Springfield, Minn. 
respectfully begs leave to petition your Honorable Body to admit and 
adopt our St. John’s Hospital and Old Folks’ Home as an Old Folks’ 
Home of Joint Synod. A resolution to that effect was unanimously 
passed by the Association in a special meeting on July 10, 1916. 

Our property consists of a brick building erected in 1901 at an 
approximate cost of $15,000, with modern improvements, and ten acres 
of land; the whole property representing a present total value of not 
less than $18,000. 

This institution was originally planned as a hospital, with a view 
of establishing in connection a Lutheran Deaconesses’ Home and in- 
augurating Deaconesses Work in our Synod. The Rev. J. G. Appel 
having removed two years ago, the institution was entrusted to our 
management. The great number of inquiries and applications for ad- 
mission addressed to our Old Folks’ Home Department made it ap- 
parent that there is an actual need of an Old Folks’ Home in the North- 
west and convinced us that we ought to devote our institution chiefly to 
this line of Christian benevolence. Through a lack of funds we were 
enabled to receive only four persons these two years. One of them 
is a lady from St. Paul, eighty years old, without relatives and with- 
out means of subsistence whom the “Little Sisters of the Poor” of the 
Roman Church were on the point of admitting into their Home. As 
we had a room we did not wish to refuse her request and trusting in 
the Lord’s help we admitted her. Trinity Lutheran Congregation of the 
Minnesota District at St. Paul, interested in this old lady's case, although 
she was their member, paid us $200 as a contribution for her keep. 


Another person we received as an inmate of our Home is also 
an aged lady, from the congregation of our Rev. Proehl at Cicero, Wis. 
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Through the efforts of some relatives who were anxious to get pos- 
session of her money she had been committed to an asylum for the in- 
sane. Rev. Proehl and one of the officers of his church succeeded in 
obtaining her release and had her brought to our Home. She paid 
us $500. 


The Rev. H. Fischer, who has served in the Lutheran Ministry for 


over fifty years, and his wife have also made our institution their home. 


He has conveyed to our Home forty acres of land near Staples, Minn. 
which we now hold. 


Besides the above named there are three more inmates in our Home 
who entered prior to our taking charge of the management in June, 
1914. 

The $700 received from the first two inmates above mentioned 
found debts totaling about $13,000. It was not a pleasant task we 
had undertaken but we considered it our duty not to allow this institu- 
tion, which was founded by Lutherans, to be turned over to Catholics. 
Trusting in the Lord’s help we entered upon our duties. And the Lord 
certainly did help past praying and understanding. A call for aid 
addressed to pastors and congregations in our District was answered 
by collections amounting to $262.40. Still we were enabled to reduce 
our debt, so that at present it amounts,to $6,594.26. This was made 
possible by the earnings of our Hospital Department and donations from 
our local congregation and some of our members. On Trinity Sunday 
our Springfield Congregation canceled a debt of our institution of $630. 
Aside from the fact that our debt now amounts to only about one-half 
of the original debt we may mention that we own the forty acres deeded 
to us by Rev. H. Fischer, which might be sold even now for from 
$1,000 to $1,200. There is a good prospect that we may obtain from 
another inmate of our Home title to forty acres of land valued at 
$4,000. This would pay almost our entire debt. Of course, we are in 
need of a fund the interest of which could be used for the keeping 
of the old people. Since we were paying 8% interest on the debt, we 
have thought it best to use the $700 received from the two ladies above 
entioned in paying part of that debt. 


2. For the balance of debt, which is $6,594.26, several of the mem- 
bers of the Association are personally liable, having given their own 
personal notes to the bank, not Trustee’s notes. Before our institu- 


tion could become the property of Joint Synod a way must be found to 


liquidate this debt at the State Bank of Springfield, Minn., preferably 
out of some interest-bearing fund of Joint Synod. We would re- 
spectfully pray that Joint Synod assume liability for this debt. 

3. If it be the pleasure of Joint Synod to make this institution 
a synodical institution, we would respectfully ask leave to continue the 
Hospital Department on a small scale. We are already equipped for 


the work and have the facilities, such as a fine operating room, beds, 
etc. 
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A Hospital Department for which only the upper 
reserved would be of great advantage to our old people. They

COMMITTEE 


ACTION OF THE SYNOD ON THE SAME 


A. PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 
(Official Reports, pp. 1-10.) 
REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 
I. Practical Seminary Course. 
(O. R. pp. 1-5.) 


1. We are in full agreement with the General President 
that conditions confronting us make necessary the reestablishment 
of a practical seminary course. | 

2. Recognizing, however, the difficulty of finding a proper 
corrective, we propose two methods: either (a) the establishment 
of a new practical seminary, or (b) the establishment of a prac- 


tical course in the already existing institutions. We recommend 
the latter. 


Action of Synod on the Foregoing Items. 


The question involved was discussed at considerable length, 
stress being laid on the fact that we are under obligations to pro- 
vide not only a thorough theoretical course for those who can 
devote the necessary time to complete it, but also a shorter 
course for those whose advanced age or lack of means renders 
it impossible for them to spend ten or more years in preparation 
for the work of the ministry, but who are anxious to devote the 
remainder of their lives to the preaching of the Gospel and the 
pastoral office. Many a young or older man is deterred from en- 
tering the seminary and the ministry when he is told that so 
many years must be devoted to preparatory studies. The result 
of the discussion was that item 1 was adopted. The preamble 
and first alternative of item 2 were struck out, while the second 
was unanimously adopted. 
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II. Federation of Lutheran Churches. 
(O. R. pp. 5-9.) 

Report of the Preliminary Committee as Adopted by Synod. 

With reference to the proposed Lutheran Federation we 
recommend : 

(a) That the work set on foot shall be continued. 

(b) That your honorable body approve the constitution. 

(c) That your Committee on Nominations propose candi- 
dates from which 7 clerical and 7 lay-delegates may be selected 
to attend the meeting to be held in 1917. We recommend further 
that the expenses of our delegates be met from the treasury of 
Synod. 

The Committee on Nominations is to furnish a list of 14 
pastors and 14 laymen from which the delegates to the meeting 
of the Federation are to be chosen, the list to be printed on the 
official ballot. 

IH. Jubilee of the Reformation. 
(President’s Report, p. 9, § 2.) 
Communication of Jubilee Committee. (O. R. pp. 98-100.) 
Report of the Preliminary Committee. | 

1. We move that, if necessary, two hours of Tuesday after- 
noon's session be devoted to the discussion of matters pertain- 
ing to the Jubilee of 1917. 

2. Resolved, That our Synod hold a Jubilee Mass Meeting 
in Columbus, O., in 1917, as follows: 

a. That this meeting be attended by the Eastern, Western, 
Northern, English, Concordia, Wisconsin, Minnesota and Kan- 
sas-Nebraska Districts and that they hold their 1917 district 
meetings at Columbus, O., beginning with the rst Wednesday 
in September. 

b. That the other Districts hold their usual district meet- 
ings at the usual time, but be invited to send representatives to 


‘the Mass Meeting. 


c. That the Jubilee celebration proper take place Sunday 
morning, Sunday evening, and Monday evening of the week of 
d. That the congregations in Columbus, O., be requested 
to provide free lodgings for the delegations from the Kansas- 
Nebraska, the Minnesota, the Wisconsin and Concordia Districts. 
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e. That two-thirds of the traveling and lodging expenses 
of the delegations of the other districts be paid by the congrega- 
tions sending delegations and one-third by the respective Dis- 
tricts. 

f. That the Columbus Local Conference be appointed a 
Committee of Arrangements for the Mass Meeting. 


3. We suggest that if the Jubilee Collection should exceed 


the sum of $250,000.00, the surplus be invested as an interest- 
bearing fund for the benefit of the Board of Aids. 


4. We move that not only the interest of but the entire 
Jubilee Fund be placed at the disposal of the Mission Board. 


5. We approve the work of the Jubilee Committee and 
move that Synod tender this Committee a vote of thanks, and that 
the Committee be continued. 


Action of Synod on the Foregoing. 


Items 1 and 2 were adopted after the Jubilee matter had 
been further discussed. 


Item 3 was voted down, after it had been urged on the one 


hand that the Jubilee collection would awaken greater interest 
if the surplus were to be given to the Board of Aids as proposed, 


and the fear had been expressed on the other that a division of 
the collection would create confusion and might be regarded as 
unfair by those who had already made their subscriptions. As 
for the Board of Aids, an extra collection for it might be made 
later. In connection with this discussion, Collector F. O. 
Schuh reported that up to August 29th about $97,000.00 had 
been secured by the two collectors in the field, without including 
the amount Rev. Friedrich may have collected during the last 
week. Rev Schuh had visited 106 congregations and secured 
from them about $76,000.00, an average of about $700.00 per 
congregation and $3.35 per communicant. As these congrega- 
tions have not completed their collections, it is possible that the 


average may later be higher. 
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B. EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS. 


Report of the Preliminary Committee as Adopted by Synod With 


Reference to Our Institutions in General. 
1. We rejoice that our schools without exception report a 
substantial increase in the number of students attending, that the 


condition of health among them was good and that the spirit 
and deportment of them was satisfactory, for all of which bless- 


‘ings we would render thanks to almighty God. 


2. .We recommend that when it becomes evident that a 
student or teacher has contracted tuberculosis the authorities of 
the school where the case occurs require him to withdraw. 


I. THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY AND CAPITAL UNIVERSITY, 


COLUMBUS, OHIO. 
(O. R. pp. 11-15.) 


1. Resolved, That we support the Columbus Seminary 
Board in the endeavor to raise the study of Hebrew to a higher 
plane of efficiency. | | 

2. Resolved, That we ratify the action of the Board in the 
appointment of Messrs. Herman Benzin and Otto Spielman as 
members of the Board. 

3. Resolved, That we join with the Board in recognizing 
the uncompromising Christian character and activities of the 
venerable Dr. Loy and in thanking God for the influence which 
he so long exerted against all un-Lutheran anti-Christian move- 
ments; and we join in the prayer that his example and influence 
may be permanent among us. 

4. We rejoice over the completion of the library building 
and desire to extend to Dr. Theophilus Mees our sincere grati- 
tude for his faithful and efficient work as Librarian. In this 


connection we recommended that our several Districts make use 


of the library and send it copies of their important documents 
for safe-keeping. 
5. With regard to the Lehmann Divinity Hall be it 
Resolved, (a) That necessity is upon us to provide more 
room for our school work at Columbus. 
b. That Synod declare itself in favor of erecting this Hall 
on the campus at Capital University. 
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c. That the Board be asked to take immediate steps and 
decisive action to secure the necessary funds. 

6. We recommend that Synod extend to Prof. Geo. K. 
Leonard our sincere sympathy and assure him of our prayers. 

7. We recommend that Synod approve the new arrange- 
ment of the academy course. (O. R., p. 13, Item 4). 

8. Resolved, That we approve the proposed course in busi- 
ness law for seminary students. (O. R., p. 14, Item 5). 


Action of Synod on the Above. 
Items 1 and 2 were adopted. 
Item 3 was unanimously adopted by a rising vote. 
Item 4 was adopted. 
Item 5 was laid on the table until the next Convention of 
Synod. 
Items 6, 7 and 8 were adopted. 


II. LUTHER SEMINARY ST. PAUL, MINN. 
(O. R. pp. 15 and 16.) 


No special report of the Committee. 


III. WOODVILLE NORMAL. 
(O. R. pp. 16 and 17.) 
Report of the Preliminary Committee. 

1. We recommend that the name of our institution at 
Woodville, O., be henceforth: Woodville Normal and Academy. 

2. We recommend that the petition of the Woodville Board 
for another full professorship be granted. 

3. With reference to the complaint of our Board that some 
of our congregations employ teachers that have received no sem- 
inary training whatever we would recommend that whenever 
possible only teachers that have enjoyed such training be em- 
ployed by our congregations. 

Action of Synod. 

Items 1 and 2 were adopted. 

Item 3 was not adopted. 


IV. PACIFIC ACADEMY, SPOKANE, WASHINGTON. 
(O. R. pp. 17 and 18.) 
Report of Preliminary Committee as Adopted by Syned. 
The report submitted by our Pacific Academy appears quite 
satisfactory. Realizing, however, that under the present arrange- 
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ment difficulties may arise, we recommend that all matters per- 
taining to our school work be entrusted to our Board and the 
general President of Synod, and that they be given full author- 
ity to meet such an emergency. 


V. HEBRON ACADEMY. 
(O. R. pp. 18 and 19.) 
Report of 6 Preliminary Committee as Adopted by Synod. 


We find nothing in the report of the Hebron Academy that 
needs special consideration by your honorable body. 


VI. LUTHER ACADEMY, MELVILLE, SASK. 
(O. R. pp. 19 and 20.) 
Report of the Preliminary Committee. 8 
1. With the Board of the Luther Academy we mourn the 
loss sustained by the death of their chairman, Rev. Geo. Gehrke, 
and trust that God in his wisdom will soon provide a successor. 
2. We recommend that the petition of the Board for a new 
instructor be granted. 
3. We recommend that item 7 (O. R., p. oth, at the vane 
of the Board of Luther Academy be adopted. 


Action of Synod on the Foregoing. 
Item I was adopted. 
Item 2 was adopted with the understanding that the in- 
structor is to be an assistant teacher. 
Item 3 was adopted. 


VII. ACADEMY IN THE CONCORDIA DISTRICT. 
Report of the Preliminary Committee. 

With reference to the petition of the Concordia District, we 
offer the following recommendations : 

1. That an institution of learning be opened by Synod 
within the bounds of tthe Concordia District. 

2. That the aforesaid institution be located at Petersburg, 
West Va., provided that town and community give in fee simple 
a deed for eight and a fraction acres of land as shown by the plat 
presented by their representative, Mr. A. J. Welton, and a guar- 
anty, satisfactory to the Board, of the payment of $5,000.00, to 
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be paid as stated in the communication from the citizens com- 
mittee. 

3. That the net profits from the sale of the Hickory prop- 
erty be devoted to the erection of the new institution. 

4-a. That the sum of $20,000.00 be appropriated for the 
buildings. 

b. That the sum of $5,000.00 be appropriated for equip- 
ment, i. e., furniture, wiring, plumbing, heating, etc. 

c. That the building operations begin as soon as $1,500.00 
has been raised in cash in addition to the $10,000.00 accruing 


from the sale of the Hickory property and the $5,000.00 guar- 
anteed by the citizens of Petersburg, W. Va. 


d. That for the present the course of instruction conform 
to that of a first-class high school as approved by the state of 
West Virginia; and that new courses be introduced as the Joint 
Synod of Ohio orders, except where it is evident that a course 
will be self-supporting, such as music, stenography, bookkeeping, 
etc. 

5. That the Committee on Nominations propose candidates 
from which five trustees shall be elected to constitute the Board 
of the new school. 

Action of Synod. 


The rgport of the committee was thoroughly discussed and 
finally adopted in the form above given. Special attention was 
called to the fact that Joint Synod has resolved that the money 
accruing from the sale of the Hickory property is to be used 
in the establishment of such a school within the territory of the 
Concordia District. It was also urged that the continued exist- 
ence and growth of the Lutheran Church in the particular region 
of the South referred to is largely dependent upon the establish- 
ment of a school there for the education of young men. As for 
Petersburg, the fact was emphasized that it is the center of a 
large Lutheran population and that within a radius of 50 miles 
there is no school of higher education in operation.

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C. ELEEMOSYNARY INSTITUTIONS. 
I. WERNLE ORPHANS’ HOME, RICHMOND, IND., AND ST. 
JOHN’S OLD FOLKS’ HOME AT MARS, PA. 
(O. R. pp. 20-23.) 
Report of the Preliminary Committee as Adopted by Synod. 


1. We rejoice that our charitable institutions under the 
providence and mercy of God have been enabled to carry for- 
ward this important branch of our work without serious hin- 
drance, and we trust that the blessing of God and the willing 
support of a Christian people may continue. 

2. In view of the many years of faithful service rendered 
our Wernle Home by our deceased Bro. Beck, we would here- 
with thank God for giving us this man and express our apprecia- 
tion of his noble work. 

3. Respecting the request of the Wernle Board not to re- 
duce the number of its members we would refer to the action of 
Synod at its last Convention and recommend that the same re- 
main in force. (See 1914 Proceedings, p. 132.) 

4. Trinity Congregation, Richmond, Indiana, submits the 
following petition to Synod: 


To the Wernle Orphans’ Home Board — 


We respectfully ask the Board to permit the orphan children to 
attend the services at Trinity congregation every other Sunday. Also that 
it be the rule that children who are English in language predominantly 
and who would profit spiritually by instruction in the Catechism in 
English be permitted to attend the catechetical classes in Trinity congre- 
gation. — 

We ask this out of justice and fairness to Trinity congregation, 
as we enjoy having the children with us. 

We ask it out of justice and fairness to the children, as the 
majority of them in later life will in all probability have more need 
for the English than for the German. They should have more oppor- 
tunity for a training in the English forms of worship and hymnology 
than they are at present receiving. 

In the name and by the authority of Trinity congregation, 

O. T. F. Tresser, Pastor. 


Inasmuch as the Board's hands are tied by a former resolu- 
tion of Joint Synod, our Board recommends that the above peti- 
tion be presented to the Synod. M. L. BAux, 

Sec. pro tem. 
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We recommend that this request be granted. 


The decision in particular cases is left to the warden of the 
Home. 

5. Touching the request of the Board of our Old Folks’ 
Home at Mars and concurred in by the English District, — we 
move that as a rule five hundred dollars be required as an ad- 
mission fee to said institution. (O. R., p. 103). 


II. BOARD OF AIDS. 
(O. R. pp. 28-24 and 65-68.) 

Report of the Preliminary Committee as Adopted by Synod. 

1. Since the great majority of the Districts have declared 
against the pension fund system, we recommend that the present 
plan of the Board of Aids be retained. 

2. We rejoice that more and more of our pastors, profes- 


sors, teachers and congregations are supporting this Fund, and 
trust that the day may come when all will fall in line. 


III. OLD FOLKS’ HOME AT SPRINGFIELD, MINN. 
(O. R. pp. 109-11.) 
Report of the Preliminary Committee as Adopted by Synod. 

Your Committee recommends the following: 

1. That the request of the St. John’s Hospital es Old 
Folks’ Home of Springfield, Minn., (O. R. p. 109), that Synod 
take over and continue said institutions as an Old Folks’ Home 
of Joint Synod, be granted, and that the present Association take 
the necessary legal steps to make the transfer. 

2. That for the next two years the Constitution of the Old 
Folks’ Home at Mars, Pa., be in force at Springfield, Minn. 

3. That we sanction the continuation of the Hospital on a 
small scale under the management of the Board. 

4. (a) That as soon as the property is accepted by Synod 
a governing Board of five members (3 pastors and 2 laymen) 
be elected by Synod to serve for the next biennium. 

b. That the Board submit to 3 at its next convention 
a constitution for adoption. 

c. That the Board be authorized to secure a loan from 
some treasury of Synod to cover the present indebtedness. 
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d. That the Board be requested to find another name 
than St. John’s Old Folks’ Home, since Synod already has a 
similar institution bearing the same name. 


IV. SANATORIUM AT SAN ANTONIO, TEXAS. 
(O. R. pp. 106-109.) | 
Report of the Preliminary Committee as Adopted by Synod. 


Referring to the San Antonio Sanatorium, we rejoice in 
the good work done and the progress made toward the cancella- 
tion of all indebtedness. We move that the request found on 
p. 108, O. R., be granted and that we reaffirm Synod’s proposition 
of two years ago with reference to the taking over of this insti- 
tution. (See Minutes of 1914, p. 133). 


V. THE DEACONESS CAUSE. 
Report of the Preliminary Committee as Adopted by Synod. 
Resolved, That the petition of the Columbus district of the 


Woman's Missionary Conference asking for the appointment of 


a committee to study and report on the deaconess work, be 
granted. 


That Revs. Em. Poppen and A. C. Schiff, Mr. Geo. C. Horst, 
Mrs. Dr. E. Pfeiffer and Mrs. J. L. Tranger constitute this 
committee. 


D. MISSIONS. 
I. HOME MISSIONS. 
(O. R. pp. 24-34.) 
Report of the Preliminary Committee. 


1. We thank God that our Home Missions, though under 


difficult circumstances caused by the European war and by crop 
failures in many parts of Canada, have been abundantly blessed. 
(O. R. p. 24). 

2. Wuereas, The business of the Mission Board has re- 
quired approximately fifty-one (51) full day meetings and addi- 
tional meetings of the Executive and the Auditing committees 
during the last two years, we recommend that a vote of thanks 
be extended the Mission Board for their faithful and self-sacri- 
ficing work in this department. And furthermore we should 
recognize the sacrifices that the various congregations have made 
in permitting their pastors to engage in this work. (O. R. p. 24).

3. We heartily endorse the efforts of the Mission Board in 
) the readjustment of the salaries and the intention of raising the 
salaries of missionaries, and recommend that Joint Synod make 
7 an appropriation of $60,000 per annum to meet the additional 
| expenses. (O. R. p. 25). 

4. WukREAS, Requests from old congregations which have 
fs been self-supporting for some years, for support from the mis- 
| sionary treasury, are increasing and are being recommended by 

the various Districts, we recommend that such congregations 
should either be prevailed upon also to increase the support of 
their pastors in accordance with the increased cost of living, or 
' should be united with some other congregation to enable the same 
! to remain self-supporting. (O. R. p. 25). 
5. In regard to the request of Rev. Lehne for an English 
| | missionary for St. Paul we endorse the action of the Mission 
| Board in their opinion that the ministers and students of St. 
Paul should do the necessary preliminary work in establishing 
a mission there before the Board furnishes the man for the work. 
6. We endorse the request of the Mission Board in regard 
to the visits of the executive or representative of the Mission 
Board to district meetings in that not more than one week should 
be required of them to attend two district meetings and we urge 
Synod to request the various Districts so to arrange their sessions 
as to make this possible.

7. We recommend that the official title of the executive

bs in the U. S. A. and Canada.” (O. R. p. 26). 


8. In regard to the communication of the Western District 
concerning the rule of Joint Synod according to which a promise 
is exacted from mission organizations desiring support, that in 
case they should at any time withdraw from Joint Synod, they 
will refund to the Mission Board the money they have received 
by way of support, 

We recommend, that the obligation for missions be changed 
to read: That a congregation refund all the moneys received 
in case it leave synod within five years after it became self- 
supporting ; and that the moneys be made payable at the time of 
secession. (O. R. p. 102, item 7). 
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9. We recommend that the Mission Board be authorized to 
purchase lots and erect chapels outright where they deem it ad- 
visable. (O. R. p. 27). 


10. We recommend that the Mission Board's petition for 
authority to invest part of the Jubilee Fund be granted. (O. R. 
p. 27). | 

11. In regard to the Strathcona congregation we recom- 
mend (a) that another investigation of the situation be held, if 
such is desired by the Manitoba Synod. (O. R. p. 27). 


b. We further recommend that the Mission Board be au- 
thorized to act in the matter according to the result of this 
investigation. 

12. In regard to the communication of Rev. Schubarth of 
Milwaukee, we recommend that the matter be referred to the 
Mission Board for investigation and that assistance be given, at 
the discretion of the Board, out of the Jubilee collection of the 
Building Fund. 


Action of Synod on the Foregoing. 


Items 1, 2 and 3 were adopted. 

Item 4 was adopted, with the understanding that the rule is 
not to be so rigidly enforced as to exclude all support of such 
congregations by the Mission Board. 

Item 5 was voted down after considerable discussion, since 
the opinion prevailed that it often is necessary, especially in 
larger cities, to begin missionary work immediately by appointing 
a missionary. Instead of Item 5 the following was adopted: 

Resolved, That the Mission Board be authorized to appoint, 
as soon as possible, an English missionary to labor in St. Paul, 
Minn. 

Items 6 to 9 were adopted. 

Item 10 was changed to read: We move that the Mission 
Board be authorized to use the Jubilee Fund as it may deem best 
as soon as the money is sent in. 

This was adopted. 


In this connection Mr. C. Nagel was instructed to turn over 


the Jubilee money now on hand to the treasurer of the Church 


Building Fund. 
Resolved, That Mr. C. Nagel continue to act as treasurer 
of the Jubilee Fund until the office of General Treasurer is in 
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literature and music, and we deplore the fact that so many still 
persist in patronizing other publication houses. (Page 40, §3). 
3. Since the accounts receivable continue so large and even 
exceed the net profits, we recommend the adoption of the plan 
proposed by the Publication Board for the collection of delin- 
quent accounts. (Off. Report, p. 40, §4). | 


4. We express our gratification that the distribution of 
tracts has increased during the past two years; but since there 
is still room for improvement, we recommend that this point be 
now thoroughly discussed.

Woodville. We recommend that the Board’s request for a 
Ladies’ Dormitory and an appropriation of $10,000.00 for its 
erection and equipment be granted, on the condition that the 
Board appoint a collector and that as soon as two-thirds of the 
money needed is secured they be permitted to build. 

Hebron.

II. VARIOUS OTHER FINANCIAL MATTERS. 


Report of the Preliminary Committee. 


1. We rejoice that largely through the untiring efforts of 
our General President, Dr. C. H. L. Schuette, an interest-bearing 
fund of about four hundred and twenty thousand dollars ($420,- 
000.00), has been secured to Synod and hope this fund will be 
generously remembered also in the future, 9 by our 
brethren of means. 

2. Resolved, That the Boards of our several institutions be 
urged to arrange for the gathering of interest-bearing funds for 
their respective institutions. 

3. Since all but one of the Districts favor the merging of 
the treasuries of Synod we would recommend: a. The creation 
of this office by Synod at this time; 


b. That a committee of three pastors and two laymen be 
appointed and empowered (1) to formulate rules and regulations 
governing this office on the basis of the plan submitted at Detroit 
in 1914, and (2) To appoint a suitable man for this office. 

4. That the General Institution Treasurer (O. R. p. 14, 
Item 7), be authorized to pay the annual apportionments to the 
various institutions in ten equal payments and that he be au- 
thorized to borrow. money (the notes to be countersigned by 
the General President) to pay the salaries of the professors 
promptly beginning September, 1916. 

5. Since the Canada District is for the most part a mission- 
ary district and its apportionment is larger than that of any other 
district, we recommend that Joint Synod reduce its assessment 
for said District by 50% for the next five years. 

6. That the interests of the disbanded Glick or Salem’s 
congregation of Canal Winchester, O., reverting by law to the 
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Joint Synod be sold to the Winchester parish by giving it a quit- 
claim deed in consideration of the payment of one dollar. 

7. We recommend that the Capital University Board sell 
the Christ Church property to Christ e Ag under either 
of the following options: 

a. That the sale price be fixed by a committee which shall 
consider the various factors, especially the amount Synod has 
invested in the property ; or, 

b. That we sell the property outright for the sum of eight 
thousand dollars. 

8. With reference to the petition of St. Paul’s congregation, 
Hickory, N. C., we would submit: 

a. That the sale has not yet been satisfactorily consum- 
mated. 

b. That as soon as the funds are in our hands we refund to 
the St. Paul’s congregation of Hickory $1,000.00, the amount 
contributed from that neighborhood to the seminary there pur- 
chased. 

9. Resolved, That Synod release no part of the Hickory 
Seminary mortgage until it has all been satisfied. 

10. Resolved, a. That the Board of Management of the 
Canada District take over the title to the property of Luther 
Academy at Melville. 

b. That this Board of Management take out a charter with 
the Provincial Government for this Academy. 

11. That gifts and endowments made in Canada shall be 
managed by the respective Boards to which they may have been 
given. 

12. That the Board of Administration find ways and means 
to provide for the remaining indebtedness of $2,500.00 on Luther 
Academy at Melville. 

13. That the Church Building Fund be authorized to loan 
the Kreuz congregation of Winnipeg for five years without in- 
terest a sum covering the present loans of this congregation from 
the several treasuries of Synod, together with accrued interest 
to date.

I. COMMUNICATIONS FROM DISTRICTS, CONFERENCES, 
ETC., NOT ELSEWHERE ACTED UPON BY SYNOD. 


as Report of Preliminary Committee. 


a} 1. Wuereas, Not all the Districts have reported on the 
Theses of the Western District concerning the lodge question, 
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and whereas the Washington District has requested that action 
be postponed for two years so that more uniform results may 
be attained, we recommend that the request of the Washington 
District be granted. 

We believe, however, that the officers of the Districts should 
earnestly supervise the carrying out of the existing rule, since 
our missionaries are put under such strict regulation in this 
matter by Synod. | 

2. Respecting the resolution of the Minnesota District (O. 
R. p.*104-7) we move that this matter be laid on the table, and 
that a committee of five, of which the President shall be ex- 
officio a member, OF 
Synod. 

3. In regard to the communication of the Northern District 
it is our opinion that lady teachers who have been trained in 
Lutheran normal schools have the same duties and rights as our 
parochial school teachers. (German O. R. p. 108). 

4. Resolved, That the first petition of the Northern Con- 
ference of the Eastern District be granted, but that at present 
it is impossible to meet the wishes of this Conference in its second 
petition. (O. R. p. 106). 

5. The Canada District petitions Joint Synod to grant that 
the surplus in the treasury for sufferers in Canada be given to 
the Beneficiary Treasury after March 1, 1917, the surplus at 
present being $608.14. We recommend that this petition be 
granted.

II. GRIEVANCES.

A. Respecting an appeal by Rev. A. F. W. Benzin your 
committee would suggest the following: ‘

has the formal right to take their missionary away and to with- 
hold further support from a congregation which refuses to sign 
the pledge to refund moneys received, if it should leave Joint 
Synod. 

2. That as long as the Board does not recall its missionary 
the call remains binding upon all parties concerned and the salary 
must be paid. 

3. In the case laid before your committee we find that the 
withholding of salary was to a great extent brought about by 
Rev. Benzin’s attitude toward the Board. As the misunderstand- 


ing and differences between the Board and Rev. Benzin have been 


removed, we see no reason why the back salary should not be 
paid. 

3. We would call Synod’s attention to the resolution of 
1914 (See Minutes of 1914, pp. 124 and 125) appointing a com- 
mittee to draw up rules and regulations for all of our Districts, 
setting forth the rights and duties of the pastors, congregations 
and officers of Synod according to which all matters of difference 
may be adjusted. We recommend that this committee be con- 
tinued and report at the next convention of Synod. The members
